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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-42 are pending. 
Claims 1-42 are rejected. 



Response to Arguments 

The response filled 04/28/06 has been received and entered and the request for 
withdrawal of finality is considered and withdrawn. The text of those sections of Title 35, 
U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. ^ 

Double Patenting 

Applicant's arguments, with respect to the double patenting issue have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The terminal disclaimer filed 4/28/06 has been 
approved and the rejection has been withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claim 1-8 and 20-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. This claim is rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a use, without setting forth any steps 
involved in the process, results in an improper definition of a process, i.e., results in a 
claim which is not a proper process claim under 35 U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex 
parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 
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F. Supp, 131. 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). The term "use of is not among the 
statutory class of inventions. 

Thus, the use of a medicament in reducing insulin is not supported by a well established 
utility and for the reasons set forth above, one skilled in the art clearly would not know 
how to use the claimed invention. 

This objection can be overcome if Applicant change "the use of to "a method of. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-8 and 20-42 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 
Specifically, since the claimed invention is not supported by either a process asserted 
utility or a well established utility for the reasons set forth above, one skilled in the art 
clearly would not know how to use the claimed invention. 

Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

I. Claims 142 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
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one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. This is a written description rejection. 

To satisfy the written description requirement, applicant must convey with 
reasonable clarity to one skilled in the art, as of the filing date that application was in 
possession of the claimed invention. A lack of adequate written description issue also 
arises if the knowledge and level of skill in the art would not permit one skilled in the art 
to immediately envisage the product claimed from the disclosed process. See, e.g., 
Fujikawa v. Wattanasin, 93 F.3d 1559, 1571, 39 USPQ2d 1895, 1905 (Fed. Cir. 1996) 
(a "laundry list" disclosure of every possible moiety does not constitute a written 
description of every species in a genus because it would not "reasonably lead" those 
skilled in the art to any particular species); In re Ruschig, 379 F.2d 990, 995, 154 USPQ 
118, 123 (CCPA1967), 

Possession may be shown in many ways. For example, possession may be 
shown by describing an actual reduction to practice of the claimed invention. 
Possession may also be shown by a clear depiction of the invention in detailed 
drawings or in structural chemical formulas which permit a person skilled in the art to 
clearly recognize that applicant had possession of the claimed invention. An adequate 
written description of the invention may be shown by any description of sufficient, 
relevant, identifying characteristics so long as a person skilled in the art would 
recognize that the inventor had possession of the claimed invention. For example, a 
specification may describe an actual reduction to practice by showing that the inventor 
constructed an embodiment or performed a process that met all the limitations of the 
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claim and determined that the invention would work for its intended purpose or an 
applicant may show possession of an invention by disclosure of drawings or structural 
chemical formulas that are sufficiently detailed to show that applicant was in possession 
of the claimed invention as a whole. 

An applicant may also show that an invention is complete by disclosure of 
sufficiently detailed, relevant identifying characteristics which provide evidence that 
applicant was in possession of the claimed invention, i.e., complete or partial structure, 
other physical and/or chemical properties, functional characteristics when coupled with 
a known or disclosed correlation between function and structure, or some combination 
of such characteristics. 

The written description requirement for a claimed genus may be satisfied through 
sufficient description of a representative number of species by actual reduction to 
practice, reduction to drawings, or by disclosure of relevant, identifying characteristics, 
i.e., structure or other physical and/or chemical properties, by functional characteristics 
coupled with a known or disclosed correlation between function and structure, or by a 
combination of such identifying characteristics, sufficient to show the applicant was in 
possession of the claimed genus. See Eli Lilly, 119 F.3d at 1568, 43 USPQ2d at 1406. 

A "representative number of species" means that the species which are 
adequately described are representative of the entire genus. Thus, when there is 
substantial variation within the genus, one must describe a sufficient variety of species 
to reflect the variation within the genus. The disclosure of only one species 
encompassed within a genus adequately describes a claim directed to that genus only if 
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the disclosure "indicates that the patentee has invented species sufficient to constitute 
the gen[us]." 

Applicant has not conveyed possession of the invention with reasonable clarity to one 
skilled in the art. In particular, Applicant has not provided a description of the structure 
of a representative number of compounds nor a description of the chemical and/or 
physical characteristics of a representative number of compounds nor a description of 
how to obtain a representative number of specific compounds. 

II. Claims 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

With regard to claims 17-19, Applicant has not provided any working examples 
which would describe one of ordinary skill in the art an embodiment that met all the 
limitations of thereof. In other words, the Applicant has not described with sufficient 
clarity a medicament for amplifying or increasing or reducing hepatic parasympathetic 
reflex on skeletal muscle as in claim 17, nor increasing glucose uptake as in claim 18 
nor reducing insulin resistance as in claim 19 comprising any acetylcholine esterase 
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antagonist contemplated. Absent any evidence of worlcing examples coupled with for 
example, a clearly described common mechanism of action for example, the genus of 
compositions contemplated in claims 17-19 is not sufficient to provide predictable 
operability of the invention to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
No claims are allowed.
